Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Seoriox 1. That section one (1), of chapter forty-four
(44), of the compiled statutes, shall be amended s0 as to
read as follows :

Section 1, When letters testamentary or of adminis-
tration shall be granted by any probate court, it shall be
the duty of such court to appoint two or more snitable f“""h’;::;:x

ersons to be commissioners to receive, examine and ad- coars o cartels

Jndge all claims and demands of all persons against the cuse
deceased, except in the fullowing cases:

1st. When it shall appear that there are no debts ex-
isting against such dececased person.

2d; %V hen the value of the whole estate exclusive of
the furnitnre and other personal property allowed the
widow, shall not exceed one hundred and fifty (150) dol-
lars, and shall be assigned for the support of the widow
and children, as provided by law, in which case such as.
signment shall be deemed a full and tinal administration
and bar to all claims against the estate.

3d. When the estate of the decensed person does not 1
exceed the sum of two hundred (200) dollars, as per in-
ventory returned by the administrator, the jndge of pro-
bate may dircet the administrator to notify all parties
interested in the settlement of said estate, by giving such
notice as is required of commissioners appointed by the
jndge of probate in the act to which this is an amendment,
to present their claims for scttlement at a probate court
to be lield by him on a certrin day named 1in said notice,
and it shall be the duty of the jidge of probate to exam-
ine, adjust and allow all demands that may be presented «
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ainst said estate, and make his decree, and such settle-
ment shall be deemed a final administration, and bar all
subsequent claims against such estate.
